WASHINGTON, August 14.—The fol- 


lowing is Lieutenant Greely's official re- 
port of the execution of priva te Henry 
at Camp Clay, near Cape Sabine: 


PORTSMOUTH, N. H., August 11, 1884. 


Adjutant General United States Army, 
(through Chief Signal Officer, United 
States Array)—Sir: I have the honor to 
report that on June 6, 1884, at Camp 
Clay, near Cape Sabine, Grinnell Land, 
it became necessory for me to order the 
military execution of private Charles B. 
Henry, Fifth Cavalry, 
for continued 


thieving. The order was given in writing, 
on my undivided responsibility, being 
deemed absolutely essential for the safety 
of the surviving members of the expedi- 
tion.

lest I might seern to be tampering with 
them. I have not asked since our rescue, 
July 2'2d, whether opinions concurring in 
my action have changed or not, leaving 
such questions to gain action if deemed 
requisite. I necessarily regrel that cir- 
cumstances imposed such a terrible re- 
sponsibility upon me, but I am conscious 
that I should have failed in my duty to 
the rest of my party had I not acted 
promptly and summarily.

Mr. Fawcett lias of late been stead- 


ily and rapidly advancing toward the 
foremost place among American novelists. 
He deals with phases of society that re- 
quire the utmost skill ; but bis quick in- 
sight into character, his ready sympathies, 
and his conscientious literary art, have 
proved more than equal to the tasks he 
has undertaken. It is certain that many 
of the best critics are watching his course 
«ith high anticipations. In "Ruther- 
ford," his latest work, neither they nor 
the public will be disappointed. It is a 
novel of New York society, and rarely 
has character been portrayed with more 
delicate but effective touches than in the 
case of some of these representatives of 
Knickerbocker caste.

vised Ok Testament will uot be published 
for near y a year. Some of the state- 
ments which have been made as to the 
revision of certain passages arc as wild as

cerlain jiaswges in the New Testament 
before the work of the revisers was made 
public. 
As with tbe revisers of tbe New 


Testament, so with those of the old, strict 
secrecy has been the rule.

HOUSEHOLD EEOEIPTS. 


PEAK JELLY.—A delicious and also 


ornamental dish for dessert or for tea is 
made by peeling and quartering about a 
dozen medium-sized pears; stew them with 
just as little water as will suffice to keep 
them from burning; when very tender 
take out with a perforated skimmer and 
put them on a platter. Take one pint of 


- tbe water ia which they are cooked and 


odd to it one pound of sugar; add the 
juice of two lemons and the grated rind 
of one , then put the pears into this for 
ten minutes, take them out and put them 
into the dish in which they are to be 
moulded. 
An ounce of gelatine should 


be soaking in a little cold water while you 
are attending to the pears. Stir it into 
tha hot syrup after you have removed the 
pears; see that it is entirely dissolved, 
then Id it come to a boil; spread a mus- 
lin cloth over the mould and pour the 
•yrup through it. 
When this is cold you 


will have a delicious jelly. 
If for dessert, 


serve witb whipped cream. 
".FROZEN PDDDWO GLACE.—Ingredi- 
ent* : One pint of milk, one quarter of a 
pound of raisinc, a small piece of stick 
cinnamon, two ounces of sweet almonds, 
one-quarter of a pound of sugar, the yolks 
of two eggs, two ounces of preserved 
cherries, one ounce of citron, one pint of 
cream, two lime». First boil together 
th« Itoited raisins and milk very slowly 
<bt fifteui minutes. ID tho milk have 
the ktick cinnamon to give it a flavor- 
strain tlie milk and return to the sauce- 
pan, and put it on the fire to boil. 
Put 


into a bowl the yolks of two eggs and add 
thesugur; beat them well together, and 
when the milk boils take it from the fire. 
When it cools a little add it to the yolks 
and suj;ar, a little at a time, mixing all 
the while. Pour all into a saucepan and 
odd tho raisinii. Stir this over the fire 
until it begins to thicken. 
]ilaiich and 


chop finely two ounces of almonds, and 
add tbetn to the mixture. 


COCOANUT CANDY.—Ingredients: Or.e 


pound of loaf sugar, one large coffue*cup 
of cold water, a quarter of a pound of 
grated cocoanut. 
Place in an earthen 


pipkin tbe sugar and water. 
Let it re- 


main until the sugar is dissolved, and 
then set it on a clear fire to boil for about 
five minutes, or rather more. As the 
scum rises, carefully skim it away until 
the sugar looks quite white and thick, and 
then »tir into it the cocoanut, gr.itcd, 
taking care that it is a nice fresh one. 
Again *ct it on the fire, and with a wooden 
spoon stir it constantly until it rises quite 
up in thu pipkin: then at once spread it 
out upon well-dried sheets of writing 
paper, which should be warmed before 
tbe fire before putting the cocoanut upon 
them; the paste should be rather more 
than half an inch thick. 
Let it remain 


in this way until nearly, but not quite 
cold, wlicn the paper must be removed, 
and it can be cut up into small squares. 
Let it get thoroughly dry before storing 
it in tin boxe» for use. 
Some people 


grate this and spread it out to dry for a 
da; or.two before using it for candy. 


MARSIIMALLOW PASTE 
Ingredients: 


Four ounces of gum arable, three-quarters 
of an ounce of sound marshmallow roots, 
two and n half gills of water, four ounces 
of white sugar, whites of two eggs, half a 
teaipooDful of vanilla extract. 
Dissolve 


by heating over slow fire (stirring con- 
stantly) the guni arable, in one and a half 
fills of water. Strain when completely 
dissolved. Now make a decoction of the 
marsh-mallows by boiling the roots in a 
gill of water, for ten minutes or more. 
This should simmer rather than boil, and 
tbe vessel should have a closely fitting 
cover. Then strain, boil the liquid down 
untfl U measures half a gill, and add it to 
the gum solution, also stirring in the su- 
gar. 
Evaporate (evaporation is done by 


placing a kettle containing boiling water 
where it will be kept ntthe boiling point, 
inside of which is placed another of smal- 
ler size containing the article to be boiled) 
constantly until it becomes a thick paste 
that will not adhere to the fingers when 
touched. Then stir in the well-beaten 
whites of two eggs, and continue stirring 
for a moment or two longer, adding the 
vanilla flavoring, aud pour into a suitable 
box or pan. In the bottom of this box or 
pan should be placed sheets or strips of 
white ptmor. These strips or sheets should 
be long enough to project an inch or two 
from each end, and from both sides as 
wtll. Thon when cold, by taking hold of 
the paper with both hands, the thick 
block of paste may be lifted from the pan 
without difficulty, and may be cut into 
section*. Roll each section in sugar dust. 
If the paper adheres to the bottom of the 
mass, it may be removed by dampenin" 
jt slightly, then tearing it off. 
* 


The American Sunday School Union 


has adopted a way of stimulating its mis- 
sionaries to promptness in making their 
reports.
